Chamberlain was form erly of K an ­ 
sas City and has been a member of 
the consular service for 10 years. 
He arrived in Mukden Saturday on 
the way to Harbin, where he recent­ 
ly been assigned following a vaca­ 
tion trip to the T'nited States. 
He was riding in the American 
consul’s automobile, which display­ 
ed an Am erican flag and coat of 
arms, on his way to the station to 
catch an 
early morning train for 
Harbin. The automobile was halted 
at the border of the Japanese rail­ 
way town 
by three Japanese 
sol­ 
diers apparently forming a patrol. 
Cham berlain 
alighted

One of the soldiers, he said, showed 
a klowledge of Chinese and Cham­ 
berlain does not speak Japanese.

Mr. Hoover said “ I 
w’ould he derelict in my duty If I 
did not inform the congress of the
